ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $485  (50  cents  per  capita)  for  the  support  of 
the  Mt.  Washington  Regional  Airport  (Whitefield).  Selectmen 
recommend. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an 
expendable  general  fund  trust  fund  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  31:19a,  to  be  known  of  the  Town  Library  Fund,  for  the 
purpose  of  repair,  maintenance  and  renovation  of  the 
Jefferson  Public  Library,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $20,000,  with  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend.  This 
sum  to  come  from  the  fund  balance  (surplus)  and  no  amount 
to  be  raised  from  taxation.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

During  the  last  year  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  twenty- 
five  fire  calls,  a  decrease  from  last  year.  We  like  to  think  the  calls 
are  down  this  year  due  to  education  and  fire  prevention. 

This  year  the  Fire  Department  participated  in  the  Memorial  Day 
activities,  the  Fourth  of  July  Parades  in  Jefferson  and  Lancaster, 
the  fishing  derby,  the  Lancaster  "Parade  of  Lights",  and  the 
Jefferson  Christmas  Festival. 

The  Fire  Department  was  well  represented  at  the  elementary 
school  for  "Fire  Prevention  Week".  This  is  always  a  lot  of  fun  for 
teachers,  firemen,  and  children  alike. 

This  year  the  firemen  rebuilt  a  1986,  10-wheel  International 
truck,  stripped  it  down  and  built  it  up  again.  The  men  generously 
donated  many  man  hours,  making  for  short  nights  and  weekends. 

They  outfitted  the  truck  with  a  3000-gallon  aluminum  tank,  and 
now  have  a  tanker  they  can  be  proud  of,  a  fine  piece  of  equipment, 
and  a  real  showpiece.  This  tanker  will  replace  the  1959  military 
1000-gallon  tanker. 

At  the  end  of  this  year  I  tendered  my  resignation  from  the 
department  and  as  Chief  and  Forest  Fire  Warden,  recommending 
Christopher  Milligan  as  chief  I  spent  forty  years  on  the  fire 
department  -  from  1960-1974  as  a  fireman,  1974-1984  Captain, 
1984-1990  Assistant  Chief,  and  1990-1999  as  Chief  I  served  as  a 
deputy  Fire  Warden  from  1960-1975,  and  Fire  Warden  from  1975- 
1999. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Jefferson  Fire 
Department  who  worked  so  hard  to  keep  things  going,  and  the 
Mutual  Aid  member  towns  for  their  assistance. 

This  year  we  discontinued  the  red-net  system,  and  now  use  9-1- 
1  exclusively.  Call  9-1-1  for  any  emergency  -  fire,  police,  or  med- 
ical. 

Remember  to  change  all  smoke  alarm  batteries  every  six 
months.

TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State 
Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department 
to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open  burning 
unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow  where  the 
burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  per- 
mit law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to 
$2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection 
Bureau.  During  the  1999  season  Forest  Rangers  were  busy 
assisting  communities  with  suppression  of  difficult  and 
remote  multi-day  fires.  Forest  Rangers  have  also  investigated 
numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber  har- 
vest and  forest  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  to 
ensure  compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest 
fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest 
Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law 
enforcement.  The  1999  fire  season  was  a  challenging  but  safe 
year  for  wildland  firefighters  in  New  Hampshire.  The  severe 
drought  conditions  throughout  the  spring  and  summer 
months  combined  with  residual  effects  of  1998  Ice  Storm, 
resulted  in  a  dramatic  increase  in  wildland  fires.  In  addition 
to  burning  in  excess  of  452  acres,  35  structures  were  also 
impacted  by  wildfire.  Wildland  fires  in  the  urban  interface  is 
a  serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters. 
Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  structures  by  maintaining 
adequate  green  space  around  them  and  making  sure  that 
houses  are  properly  identified  with  street  numbers. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2 
mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early 
detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response 
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from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  control- 
ling the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property 
and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

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PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Under  the  provisions  of  RSA  673:2,  5,  and  6,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  are  entitled  to  appoint  seven  members  and  five 
alternate  members  to  three-year  terms  on  the  Planning 
Board.  Present  members  are  Ernest  Gaudes,  chairman;  Earl 
Brooks,  vice-chairman;  Richard  Corvinus;  Carolyn  Ingerson; 
and  James  Irish.  Alternate  members  are  Mary  Denison, 
Gordon  Winsor,  Joseph  Marshall,  James  Brady  Jr.,  and 
Carroll  Ingerson,  the  Selectmen's  representative. 

The  Planning  Board  met  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday 
of  each  month  in  the  town  office  (excepting  town  meeting  and 
Christmas).  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

The  Board  held  three  preliminary  hearings,  and  approved 
three  subdivisions,  one  being  a  major  subdivision;  approved 
three  boundary  line  adjustments;  and  held  several  consulta- 
tions (an  informal  pre-preliminary  hearing). 

Public  hearings  were  held  for  the  "Telecommunications 
Equipment  and  Facility  Ordinance",  which  deals  with  com- 
munication towers,  and  was  subsequently  approved  by  the 
town  at  town  meeting;  a  hearing  requested  by  Public  Service 
Company  requesting  permission  to  trim  and/or  remove  trees 
along  their  distribution  lines  on  Ingerson  Road  (a  designated 
scenic  road),  the  Board  approving  their  request  following  the 
public  hearing.  The  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment 
worked  jointly  to  prepare  an  amendment  to  Amendment  #4  of 
the  Land  Use  Plan  Ordinance,  by  increasing  the  number  of 
employees  under  Small  Businesses  from  10  to  25,  which  was 
subsequently  approved  by  the  town  at  a  special  town  meeting 
in  June. 

Board  members  attended  several  out-of-town  meetings. 
Among  them  the  North  Country  Council  Transportation 
Committee,  discussing  regional  transportation  projects;  North 
Country  Council  meetings  to  gain  local  input  for  the  "Land  & 
Heritage  Conservation  Commission",  which  studied  the 
state's  conservation  needs,  and  recommended  pubic  policies  to 
address  those  needs;  attended  numerous  meetings  regarding 
the  sale  of  the  so-called  "Hancock"  lands  in  the  towns  of 
Jefferson  and  Randolph;  the  Office  of  State  Planning  planning 
and  zoning  conference;  and  the  NH  Municipal  Association's 
law  lecture  series. 

In  preparation  for  the  subdivision  hearings  and  revisions  to 
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the  Land  Use  Plan  Ordinance  and  Master  Plan,  the  services  of 
North  Country  Council,  NH  Municipal  Association,  and  the 
Office  of  State  Planning  were  used. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  work  throughout  the  new  year  to 
update  the  Planning  Board  and  Land  Use  Plan  Ordinance  reg- 
ulations.

COMMISSION 

ANNUAL  REPORT  1999 

The  Jefferson  Conservation  Commission  is  a  town  board 
appointed  by  the  selectmen.  Our  mission  is  to  advise  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  issues  regarding  natural  resources  and  to  ensure 
the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the  natural  resources  of 
Jefferson,  in  accordance  with  RSA  36-A.  We  provide  advice  and 
information  about  watershed  protection,  conservation  easements, 
wildlife  protection,  and  the  status  of  rare  and  endangered  species. 

In  1999  we  elected  David  Govatski  as  our  new  chairman. 
Helen  Merrill  resigned,  having  been  on  the  board  since  its 
inception  in  1990.  Mary  Denison  also  resigned,  moving  to 
Maine.  We  gained  Carl  Bretton,  botanist  and  ornithologist, 
who  lives  on  the  North  Road.  The  other  regular  members  are 
Winnie  Ward,  Jean  Cargill,  and  Marjorie  Doan.  Bruce 
Houghton  is  an  alternate  member  and  Joanna  Fyon  is  our 
advisor.  We  are  in  need  of  two  regular  members. 

The  commission  made  field  trips  to  the  Pond  of  Safety, 
Cherry  Pond  and  Mud  Pond.  We  attended  all  the  meetings 
concerning  the  Hancock  sale  of  lands  in  Randolph  and 
Jefferson  to  the  Trust  for  Public  Lands. 

We  picked  up  litter  along  Route  2,  as  members  of  the  Adopt- 
A-Highway  program.  We  maintained  the  Jefferson  Perennial 
garden,  located  between  the  ice  rink  and  the  veterans  memor- 
ial parking  lot.  We  supported  and  assisted  with  the  acquisition 
of  the  Israel  River  Archeological  Site  on  the  Nevers  Property. 

At  Pondicherry  Wildlife  Refuge,  Jefferson's  National  Natural 
Heritage  Site,  we  assisted  in  core  sampling  of  the  pond  bot- 
tom; removed  invasive  plant  species  threatening  the  natural 
vegetation  of  the  wetlands.  We  attended  a  workshop  on  Wood 
Ducks  and  erected  six  wood  duck  nesting  boxes. 

We  assisted  in  the  forthcoming  books  on  the  Butterflies  of 
the  White  Mountains,  and  The  Birds  of  the  Jefferson  Region 
of  the  V/hite  Mountains. 

We  are  working  with  adjacent  conservation  commissions  on 
matters  of  mutual  interest.  We  have  started  to  update  the 
Jefferson  Natural  Resource  Inventory.

Here  we  are  into  a  new  century.  It's  hard  to  believe  that  the 
1900's  shot  by  so  fast.  The  good  thing  about  the  new  2000  era 
is  that  we  will  have  better  up-dated  equipment  as  well  as 
user  friendly  so  that  if  a  medical  emergency  strikes  your 
friends  or  family,  we  can  provide  all  possible  intervention  to 
speed  them  along  to  a  quick  recovery.  The  squad  responded  to 
63  calls  this  past  year  which  is  19  runs  down  from  last  year's 
numbers.  It  seems  like  the  old  saying  it  travels  in  threes 
proves  to  be  accurate.  Sometimes  we  will  not  receive  any  calls 
for  weeks  or  even  months  and  then  bang.  This  past  year  we 
had  multiple  calls  involving  two  to  five  runs  in  the  same  week 
and  in  one  day  last  summer  we  had  four  runs  in  a  24  hour 
period.  You  just  never  know  when  you  are  going  to  be  needed 
and  you  need  to  be  ready  for  anything  that  might  stray  along 
when  the  call  comes  in. 

Just  to  let  you  know  on  some  updates,  there  have  been  a  few 
changes.  The  squad  has  now  moved  into  the  old  selectmen's 
office.  We  conduct  our  meetings  as  well  as  some  training  and 
our  supplies  seem  to  be  better  organized.  This  has  seemed  to 
work  out  well.  People  are  used  to  dialing  788-4911  to  call  for 
an  ambulance.  Now  if  you  call  that  number,  the  dispatcher 
will  transfer  your  call  to  a  911  operator.  This  is  due  mostly  to 
the  new  priority  medical  dispatch  system  that  is  taking  shape 
in  our  district.  I  encourage  everyone  to  dial  911  direct  to  save 
time  in  reporting  any  and  all  emergencies.  The  new  priority 
medical  dispatch  will  give  us  more  information  when  we  are 
responding  to  calls  so  we  can  be  better  prepared  before  we 
arrive  on  scene.  When  talking  to  a  911  operator  try  to  stay 
calm  and  give  accurate  information  which  in  turn  will  enable 
us  to  reach  you  that  much  sooner.  Also,  all  communications  to 
and  from  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital  will  now  be  recorded.  This 
will  allow  us  to  follow-up  on  more  serious  calls  or  calls  where 
problems  might  have  occurred.  Hopefully  this  will  be  a  learn- 
ing tool  to  aid  us  in  advancing  education. 

We  currently  have  two  first  responders  enrolled  into  an 
E.M.T.  class  in  Bethlehem  and  a  new  member  enrolled  into  an 
E.M.T.  course  in  Groveton.  This  should  prove  to  be  an  asset  to 
the  town.  Keep  your  eyes  open  in  the  up-coming  months  as  we 
hope  to  have  a  Spring  Fling  Dance  to  raise  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  new  equipment.  Hope  to  see  all  of  you  dance  the  night 
away. 
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To  the  dispatchers  at  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital  as  well  as 
the  Department  of  Transportation  in  Lancaster  we  wish  to 
thank  you  for  the  countless  times  and  effort  you  have  given  to 
us.  Your  reliability  means  a  lot  when  disaster  strikes  and  to 
hear  that  familiar  voice  in  the  middle  of  the  night  helps  oh  so 
much. 

On  behalf  of  the  Jefferson  F.A.S.T.  Squad  we  wish  to  wel- 
come you  into  the  new  century  and  hope  everyone  has  a  safe 
and  happy  2000.

1999  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  ACTIVITIES 

The  Androscoggin  Valley  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District 
ended  1999  with  unaudited  assets  of  $1,152,580.08.  Liabilities 
were  $150,000.00  which  consists  of  long-term  debt  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Bond  Bank  for  money  borrowed  to  build 
and  equip  the  Materials  Recovery  Facility.  This  is  a  ten  year  bond 
with  the  final  payment  due  in  August  2001.

The  1999  budget  apportionment  for  our  member  municipalities 
totaled  $353,053.00.  A  surplus  of  $104,133.50  from  the  1998  bud- 
get was  used  to  reduce  apportionments  with  a  net  budget  of 
$248,919.50  being  billed  to  the  member  municipalities.  The  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  credit  for  the  Town  of  Jefferson  was 
$4,044.68,  reducing  your  gross  apportionment  of  $12,104.95  to 
$8,060.27.  Preliminary  reconciliation  of  the  1999  budget  shows  a 
surplus  of  approximately  $103,509.72  being  available  to  credit 
toward  2000  apportionments. 

Our  Materials  Recovery  Facility  processed  a  total  of  2,296.62 
tons  of  recyclables  for  the  period  January  1,  1999  through 
December  31,  1999  representing  $89,763.01  of  marketing  income 
to  the  District.  For  every  ton  recycled,  income  is  generated  and 
the  cost  of  disposal  at  the  landfill  is  avoided. 

During  the  period  November  1,  1998  through  October  21,  1999, 
the  fiscal  accounting  year  for  municipal  solid  waste  (MSW), 
8,593.23  tons  of  MSW  were  disposed  of  at  the  Mt.  Carberry 
Landfill.  The  cost  of  disposal  was  $493,285.87. 
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Election  of  officers  was  held  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting  in 
April  1999:  Raymond  Chagnon  of  Berlin  was  re-elected  District 
Chairman,  Clara  Grover  of  Errol  was  re-elected  Vice  Chairman 
and  Earl  Wadsworth  of  Dummer  was  re-elected  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  Other  District  Representatives  are  Yves  Zornio  of 
Gorham,  Dave  Tomlinson  of  Randolph,  Linda  Cushman  of 
Jefferson,  John  Normand  of  Northumberland,  George  Bennett  of 
Stark  and  Fred  King  for  Coos  County.  A  vacancy  presently  exists 
on  the  board  for  the  Town  of  Milan. 

In  June  1999,  the  District  conducted  its  eighth  annual 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day.  The  collection  was 
hosted  by  the  Town  of  Gorham  with  370  households  participat- 
ing. The  project  was  funded  through  the  District  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  reserve  fund.  In  addition,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  reimbursed  the  District  at  twenty-five  cents  per  capi- 
ta after  the  collection  was  completed.  The  District  contracted 
with  Safety-Kleen,  Inc.  for  the  collection.  This  event  is  conducted 
annually,  the  first  Saturday  in  June. 

In  July  1999,  Melinda  Enman  of  Milan  joined  the  District  as 
Administrative  Assistant.  The  District  was  also  awarded  a 
$16,000  FHA  Rural  Development  Grant  to  assist  with  education 
in  the  member  communities  for  the  use  of  the  District  MRF- 
Transfer  Station. 

In  August  1999,  the  District  Board  of  Directors  awarded  the 
contract  for  the  construction  of  the  District  Transfer  Station  to 
R.M.  Piper,  Inc.  of  Plymouth,  NH. 

In  November  1999,  the  first  phase  of  construction  for  the 
Transfer  Station  was  completed.  The  balance  of  the  project  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  2000.  Financing  for  the  balance  of  the 
project  will  be  through  an  assessment  in  2000  of  $7.36  per  capita 
for  the  population  of  each  member  municipality  based  on  the 
1990  federal  census  population  count.  The  Transfer  Station  is 
scheduled  to  open  in  April  2000.  The  Gates  Hill  Landfill  will  close 
on  June  30,  2000. 

During  1999,  the  Administrator/Coordinator  charged  1,522.75 
hours  of  work  completed  to  the  District.  1,385  pieces  of  incoming 
correspondence  and  1,476  pieces  of  outgoing  correspondence  were 
processed;  2,081  telephone  calls  were  received  or  made  and 
24,112  copies  were  reproduced  on  the  office  copier.  351  meetings 
on  numerous  subjects  and  issues  were  attended.

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A  MESSAGE  TO  NORTH  COUNTRY 
COUNCIL  MEMBER  TOWNS 

In  our  26th  year  of  operation  North  Country  Council  contin- 
ues to  work  diligently  for  our  members  and  the  region  as  a 
whole.  To  most  communities  our  greatest  familiarity  is  the 
local  assistance  we  provide  in  community  planning.  This  year 
we  have  been  very  busy  with  master  plans,  land  use  control 
ordinances,  community  designs  and  site  reviews  in  most  if  not 
all  North  Country  towns.  In  addition,  we  have  also  been 
extremely  busy  providing  local  technical  assistance  on  solid 
waste  management,  economic  development,  infrastructure 
development  (water,  sewer,  utilities  and  telecommunications), 
GIS,  and  transportation  projects  at  the  local  level. 

In  response  to  local  needs  and  national  priorities  we  are 
actively  involved  in  watershed  planning  and  conservation.  We 
have  represented  the  interests  of  our  Eastern  Coos  County 
communities  along  the  Androscoggin  as  the  Androscoggin 
Watershed  council  has  been  formed.  We  also  have  been  work- 
ing on  behalf  of  all  of  our  Connecticut  River/Connecticut 
Lakes  towns  on  River  Management,  Scenic  Byways  and  Hydro 
Relicensing  efforts  with  FERC.  On  the  Ammonoosuc 
Watershed  we  have  been  working  with  local  leaders  and  DES 
Officials  in  the  creation  of  a  regional  wetland  bank.  Lastly,  we 
have  started  a  program  to  address  Source  Water  Protection  in 
several  watersheds  in  the  North  Country. 

In  economic  development,  we  have  conducted  two  region- 
wide  studies.  We  completed  a  labor  Characteristics  and  Needs 
Study,  which  was  followed  by  a  second  study  that  evaluated 
Livable  Wages  in  the  region;  both  studies  are  available  in  our 
ofRce.  We  continue  to  expand  facilities  and  services  in  our 
Business  Resource  Center  this  year  with  more  data,  equip- 
ment and  seminars.  The  last  half  of  the  year  was  very  intense 
with  the  Council  playing  a  critical  role  in  the  resurrection  of 
the  Mountain  View  House  in  Whitefield.  EDA  Public  Works 
Projects  are  underway  in  four  communities  at  total  funding  in 
excess  of  $6  million. 

In  transportation,  we  have  one  Corridor  study  underway 
between  exits  35  and  44  on  193,  another  underway  along  the 
total  length  of  Route  2  from  Shelbume  to  Lancaster,  and  a 
proposal  pending  for  a  third  effort  in  Plymouth  on  Route  25. 
Route  16  projects  are  moving  forward  with  local  pilots  under- 
way in  Albany  and  Madison.  In  addition,  study-identified  pro- 
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jects  are  making  their  way  into  the  TIP  and  TE  process.  We 
also  helped  to  move  the  Ten-Year  Highway  Plan  and 
Transportation  Improvement  Plan  along  in  its  biennial 
process.  We  have  also  solicited,  reviewed,  and  ranked 
Transportation  Enhancement  Projects  for  state  funding.  We 
also  continued  to  organize  activities  on  the  565  miles  of 
Regional  Scenic  Byways  and  secured  funding  to  make 
improvements  on  the  national  and  state  Byways  in  the  North 
Country.  Under  our  new  expanded  services  contract  with  DOT 
we  have  been  doing  all  state  traffic  counts  in  the  region  as  well 
as  official  road  inventories.  We  also  will  be  involved  in  project 
development  at  the  DOT  at  a  much  greater  level. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  entire  region,  we  have  been  coor- 
dinating a  57  town  -  US  Forest  Service  Coordination  and 
Policy  Development  Committee  as  well  as  providing  support 
to  the  State  Commission  on  Land  and  Heritage.  Last,  but  cer- 
tainly not  least,  we  have  been  working  with  our  3  County 
Members  to  seek  opportunities  for  joint  ventureship  between 
them.  It  has  been  a  busy  year  indeed.

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MOUNT  WASHINGTON  REGIONAL 
AIRPORT  1999  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Since  becoming  a  regional  airport  in  October  1998,  the  Mount 
Washington  Regional  Airport  (MWRA)  has  received  financial 
support  and  active  participation  from  the  towns  of  Bethlehem, 
Dal  ton,  Franconia,  Jefferson,  Lancaster,  North  Woodstock, 
Sugar  Hill,  Twin  Mountain  (Carroll),  and  Whitefield.  The 
towns'  contributions  of  $12,819  enabled  the  airport  to  receive 
$233,000  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  for  the 
installation  of  new  safety  lights  and  a  study  to  identify  trees 
that  are  penetrating  the  airspace  over  the  runway.  During  the 
past  year,  MWRA  retained  the  Dufresne-Henry  Engineering 
Firm  to  design  and  oversee  capital  improvements,  hired  a  part- 
time  manager,  and  sold  a  hangar  in  order  to  raise  funds  for  a 
new  terminal  and  visitor's  center. 

The  airport's  future  is  based  on  its  ability  to  meet  the  mar- 
ket needs  of  the  area.  The  region's  destination  resorts  would 
like  to  offer  charter  flight  service  to  visitors  coming  from  out- 
side of  New  England.  Larger  retail  and  manufacturing  busi- 
nesses need  to  be  able  to  fly  top  management  and  key  person- 
nel to  their  facilities  in  the  region.  Owners  of  several  of  the 
region's  destination  resorts  and  representatives  from  Littleton 
Industrial  Development  Corp.  met  with  staff  from  the  offices 
of  Senators  Smith  and  Gregg  to  discuss  the  need  for  extending 
the  runway  to  accommodate  larger  aircraft  for  corporate 
planes  and  charter  flights.  As  a  result  of  these  discussions,  the 
state's  Division  of  Aeronautics  has  approved  a  revision  of  the 
airport's  master  plan  to  determine  the  market  needs  and  costs 
of  runway  extension.  Senator  Judd  Gregg  has  also  recom- 
mended that  the  FAA  allocate  one  million  dollars  for  capital 
improvements  to  the  airport  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Airport  Commission  is  made  up  of  eleven  members  who 
represent  particpating  towns,  area  businesses,  and  pilots  who 
use  the  facility.  The  members  of  the  Airport  Commission  are:  Joel 
Bedor  (Mt.  Washington  Hotel),  Roland  Bronson  (Roll  In  Aero, 
Whitefield),  Raymond  Chaput  (Pilot,  Twin  Mountain),  Bruce 
Hutchings  (Pilot,  Lancaster),  Ken  Jordan  (Whitefield 
Selectman),  Eric  Lougee  (Bethlehem  Police  Chief),  Don  Mooney 
(Dalton  Selectman),  Jayne  O'Connor  (White  Mountains 
Attractions,  North  Woodstock)  Susan  Simpson  (Flight  Instructor, 
Sugar  Hill),  Greg  Westcott  (Marshall  Insurance,  Lancaster),  and 
Bill  Williams  (North  Country  United  Way,  Franconia).

On  behalf  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  staff,  I  want  to  thank  you  for 
your  continued  support  and  caring.  Without  the  Town's 
investment  in  the  agency  and  its  Mission,  we  could  not  have 
served  so  many  residents  of  the  North  Country. 

We  end  the  millennium  and  1999  with  the  following  high- 
lights: 

•  New  Corporate  Name  -  Dartmouth-Hitchcock 
Alliance.  The  Weeks  Hospital  Association,  Inc.  has 
changed  its  corporate  name  to  Weeks  Medical  Center, 
Inc.  Under  the  new  name,  the  corporation  includes  the 
hospital,  out-patient  services,  rehabilitation  services, 
the  physician  offices  (in  Lancaster,  Whitefield,  and 
Groveton),  and  home  health  services.  This  decision  helps 
to  strengthen  our  relationship  with  the  Dartmouth- 
Hitchcock  Alliance. 

•  Department  of  the  Corporation.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  decided  to  dissolve  the  separate  corporation 
(Weeks  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.)  and  the  Weeks 
Medical  Center  -  Home  Health  Services  is  now  a  depart- 
ment of  the  corporation.  This  decision  greatly  reduces 
the  duplication  of  reporting  requirements. 

•  Prospective  Payment  System  (PPS).  The  home  care 
industry  has  survived  the  implementation  of  the  Interim 
Pa3rment  System  (IPS),  which  fostered  the  closing  of  over 
2000  agencies  nationally.  Effective  October  1st  of  2000, 
a  completely  new  system  of  Medicare  reimbursement 
will  be  implemented  for  home  health  agencies.  The 
Prospective  Payment  System  is  similar  to  hospital  DRG, 
where  services  (and  payment)  will  be  based  on  the 
nature  of  patient's  diagnosis,  their  functional  limitations 
and  rehabilitation  requirement.  This  coming  year  will 
require  many  changes  in  home  care  management. 

•  Mary  Fitch,  RN  Retires.  After  27  years  of  home  health 
nursing,  Mary  Fitch  retired  as  the  Clinical  Nursing 
Supervisor.  She  will  be  missed.  Her  replacement  is 
Sandra  Yunghans,  BSN,  MHSA. 
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•  Visits/Units  for  the  Total  Agency.  Total  Patients  = 
478.  Skilled  Nursing  =  5,214.  Home  Health  Aide  = 
10,827.  Rehabilitation/Social  Services  =  1,249.  Home- 
maker  Units  =  19,344.  Total  =  36,634. 

•  Visits  Specific  to  the  Town  of  Jefferson.  Total 
Patients  =  27.  Skilled  Nursing  =  261.  Home  Health  Aide 
=  187.  Rehabilitation/Social  Services  =  47.  Homemaker 
Units  =  235.  Total  Visits/Units  =  730.

Nineteen-ninety-nine  has  been  a  very  successful  and  growth 
oriented  year  for  The  Caleb  Group.  We  have  received  a  grant 
to  expand  into  more  areas  of  Coos  and  Grafton  Counties. 
Much  of  the  growth  can  be  credited  to  the  over  200  volunteers 
who  have  been  assisting  elders  in  maintaining  their  indepen- 
dence. Because  of  this  growth  we  were  able  to  access  addi- 
tional services  and  programs  from  other  areas. 

The  Caleb  Group  assisted  more  than  214  Whitefield, 
Lancaster,  Twin  Mountain,  Jefferson,  and  Dalton  seniors.  In 
1999  over  6,000  hours  and  35,000  miles  were  donated  by  vol- 
unteers. They  helped  their  older  neighbors  with  such  things 
as  friendly  visiting,  telephone  reassurance,  chores,  paper- 
work, safety  checks,  transportation  for  shopping,  errands,  and 
medical  appointments.  Volunteers  also  assist  in  the 
Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program  every  other  month. 
Caleb  Caregivers  deliver  food  to  elders  who  are  totally  home- 
bound. 

Without  these  services,  many  of  those  people  who  need  just 
a  little  extra  help  to  continue  living  independently,  might 
have  had  to  go  into  a  nursing  home.  In  a  few  cases  this  past 
year,  lives  have  been  saved  because  of  concerned  volunteers 
alerting  us  of  an  ill  care  receiver.  The  appropriate  calls  were 
made,  and  the  care  receiver  was  given  emergency  attention. 
Many  elderly  citizens  have  no  family  in  the  area,  so  must 
depend  on  friends,  neighbors  and  volunteers. 

At  the  Highland  House  Computer  Lab,  volunteers  provide 
training  for  seniors  who  want  to  learn  how  to  use  computers. 
These  older  learners  are  instructed  on  Internet  use,  and  enjoy 
sending  email  to  friends  and  family.  They  also  learn  how  to 
research  on  the  World  Wide  Web.  New  students  are  always 
welcome. 

There  are  no  fees  for  the  volunteer  caregivers  services  or  the 
service  coordination  provided  by  The  Caleb  Group.  The 
Program  is  funded  through  grants,  donations  and  generous 
appropriations  of  the  towns  in  which  the  services  are  provid- 
ed. We  want  to  thank  the  residents  of  Jefferson  for  their  sup- 
port and  for  making  it  possible  for  us  to  continue  to  provide 
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these  much  needed  services  to  the  area's  elders.  The  $1,500 
appropriated  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated, and  we  ask  for  your  continued  support  in  2000.
